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THE SITUATION IN AMERICA. 
ASSUMING that the intelligence received at the beginning of 
this week bears with it that partial correctness which has 
characterised all accounts of late from the American continent, 
no one in the civilised world out of Washington, and, ‘we 
should imagine, scarcely any one within that capital, will deny 
that the crisis of the internecine contest is at hand, The forces 
of the contending parties stand in such a position that all 
literally may depend upon one battle, A 
brief review of the events which have 
recently occurred is necessary to the 
elucidation and verification of such an 
assertion. 

It may be remembered that the accounts 
which preceded those which were received 
on Monday last, and which brought intel- 
ligence down to the 5th instant, extended 
to the 29th of last month, on which day, 
according to a despatch written on the fol- 
lowing morning by General Pope, a fierce 
battle had been fought between his corps 
and a Confederate force on the identical 
field of Bull Run which has become so 
famous in the history of the civil war, It 
may be said in pas that, like many 
other of General ‘s statements in the 
despatch in question, this assertion is 
inexact, as the battle was actually fought 
at six miles distance from Bull Run, This 
battle the Federal General claimed as 4 
victory, and concluded his despatch by 
stating that the Confederates were retiring. 
They did nothing of the kind, but on the 
morning of the 30th attacked General Pope's 
corps with what is designated “ fury,” and 
the Federals fell back in disorder, the Con- 
federates rapidly pouring shot and shell into 
the retreating masses, The Confederates 
broke the Federal centre and turned the 
Federal left, and, although the latter 
fought with great bravery, and Pope made 
great efforts to retrieve the day, at five 
o’clock in the evening the left wing of 
his army gave way, and. retreated in 
great confusion, crossing Bull Run; while 
along the road to Centreville artillery, in- 
fantry, cavalry, and waggons were mingled 
together in the inextricable confusion 
of a complete rout, It is stated that the 
remainder of the force retreated in tole- 
rable order to Centreville, where, on the fol- 
lowing day, Pope was joined by two divisions 
of the army of the Potomac, On the Ist 
of September General Banks, who was said 
to have been cut off, also reached C<ntre- 
ville with the force under his command. 
Here it might have been supposed that 
another stand. would have been made ; 
but so imminent was the danger to 
Washington from a movement-of the Con- 
federates by way of Leesburg, a few miles 
further to the north-west, that Centreville 
was abandoned on Tuesday, the 2nd inst., 
and the combined armies of Virginia and 
the Potomac were massed behind the intrenchments and forti- 
fications which have been constructed for the defence of 
Washington, and, in fact, exactly in the position they occupied 
when they marched out for the invasion of the territory occu- 
pied by the Confederates, The latter are nearer Washington 
than they have yet been, and in a position more favourable for 
attack ; for, instead of being massed around Manassas, they are 
in fall force at a place called Vienna, on the Upper Potoinac, 
only twelve miles distant from the Federal capital, and at a 
point where the river is fordable at the present season of the 
year, In short, the situation is completely changed; the 
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Federals stand at bay around their chief city and seat of 
government ; and the Confederates, who have hitherto had to 
defend Richmond against the invading movements of the 
Northern forces, haye it now in their power to become the 
aggressors in their turn, and it probably depends on the 
strength.of the defences of Washington, and the chances of 
success by an investment of and ultimate assault on that city, 
whether they do not actually become the invaders this time, 
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While these disasters and reverses have been accumulating 
on the Federal forces in Virginia, the accounts from the west 
and other quarters are not more favourable to their cause. The 
troops of the North had been defeated, with loss of their artil- 
lery, in Kentucky, and had been forced to retreat to Lexington, 
which place, however, they had speedily to abandon, The 
Federals were preparing to evacuate Cynthiana, while from 
20,000 to 30,000 Confederates occupied Lexington, Frankfort 
had also been abandoned by the Federals, while Louisville was 
threatened, In Tennessee there has been continued fighting ; 
in Louisiana the recapture of Baton Rouge had encouraged 
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the Confederates to attempt the recovery of New Orleans, 
which city was menaced by Generals Breckenridge and Van 
Dorn, with a force variously stated at 20,000 and 30,000 men. 
Thus it appears that while the Northern party actually holds the 
coast line, it is but nominally master of the Mississippi; and 
everywhere beyond the reach of their naval armaments the 
fortune of war is adverse to the Federals. Six months of land 
warfare has brought their armies back to the point from which 
they started for that which was boasted 
to be a triumphant raid through the 
enemy’s country ; and they have to defend 
Washington with tens of thousands fewer 
disciplined troops than they possessed in 
the spring, to conduct the defence with 
maimed instruments, in the shape of beaten 
troops aided by new recruits, and this 
against an enemy gathered at an advan- 
tageous point, of great numerical strength, 
and naturally and justly flushed with 
success and elated by achievements from 
the merit of which their worst wishers 
cannot detract, 

This statement of facts—and it is just 
possible that they are not all the facts—we 
think, justify the proposition with which 
we set out in the consideration of the 
momentous question involved— namely, 
that the crisis in the civil war in America 
has arrived, Of the issue of the next 
encounter between desperate men defend- 
ing their last stronghold, and foes with all 
the prestige of victory warming and urging 
them to still greater deeds, it is not easy to 
utter predictions. We confess, however, 
that the fact of the appointment of 
General M‘Clellan to the chief command in 
Washington seems to be an ill-omen for 
the Federal cause. This commander has 
eminently illustrated the familiar saying 
which speaks of a person “going up 
like a rocket and coming down like 
its stick.” It may be that he is really 
the military prodigy that his friends 
proclaimed him to be, and that he has 
been the victim of circumstances over 
which he had no control; but the fact is 
patent that “ victory does not sit upon his 
helm ;” and he carries with him to his new 
and miost important command the disad- 
vantages of failure, and is the very last 
General calculated to restore confidence to 
troops who must be in the frame of mind 
of all soldiers driven to intrenchments and 
fortifications within which they are be- 
leaguered, We will not more than allude 
to the rumours which have been prevalent 
that M‘Clellan is at heart a Southerner, 
and by consequence a gigantic traitor, but 
it is enough for our argument to say that 
he is not the man who can infuse into the 
army he commands the spirit which is 
essential to success, 

On the other hand, the Confederate 
Generals have shown themselves eminently 
vigilant and energetic, prompt to take advantage of every 
weakness or oversight or mistake of the enemy to which 
they have been opposed; they have co-operated with each 
other with almost mechanical exactness; and they have 
evidently been pursuing a plan of operations which was 
probably devised by some master-mind; they have mingled 
boldness with prudence, rapidity of movement with breadth of 
design ; and it is no secret that recent success has tended to 
render it possible, and even likely, that the whole male popula- 
tion of the South capable of bearing arms will be at the disposal 
of the Confederate military chiefs; while it is equally well 
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known that recruiting in the North is in anything but .a 
flourishing condition. 

In this state of things the natural inquiry is, has not blood 
enough been shed? Are those hundreds of thousands of armed 
men who stand opposite to each other to mix fn mortal—nay, in 
extreme—combat which, if not decisive, must lead to further 
draughts on both populations, to the manifest disadvantage of 
the North? For, in order to supply new armies to protract a 
warfare already sufficiently exhaustive, the North must suspend 
its whole industrial and commercial existence, and draw out 
its whole male population—youthful and middle-aged—to be 
literally expended like some consumable article of common 
use, while those who survive only become partners in defeat, 
and the broken instruments of military incompetency ; and this 
while the agricultural South is being tilled and cultivated by 
the same labourers who have always hitherto been attached to 
the soil in that character, and who are neither needed as, 
nor would they be permitted to be, combatants—namely, the 
negro population. 

It is at this moment that one can most fully recognise the 
wisdom of that policy of non-intervention in the contest in 
America which England has not only strictly observed herself 
but has prevailed on France also to preserve. We now see that 
it was possible for the parties to this quarrel to work it out for 
themselves, and by their own action to decide the fate 
ef the Union. If it be the destiny of the South to 
become a self-constituted and self-existent Republic, such 
a result will have been brought about by her own 
means and her own operations alone; and, if the vexed 
question between the two races who have hitherto formed 
together the United States is to be settled by the estab- 
lishment of two States, it will be settled at once and for ever ; 
but if the South had been bolstered up into success by foreign 
moral intervention, far less by active and material aid from 
any Evropean Power, her title to a separate existence as a 
Power would not have been duly and truly established; and 
the time would have come when the North, with some show of 
reason on her side, might have demanded that the issue involved 
between the two parties should be submitted to the process of 
anew trial. This, at least, cannot be gainsaid—that the South 
has vindicated her right to State ;

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 
FRANCE.

PRUSSIA. 

The baptism of the infant Prince, son of the Crown Prince and 
Crown Princess of Prussia, was celebrated at the Palace of Potsdam 
on the 13th inst. by the Rev. M. Heym, his Majesty’s Chaplain, 
assisted by other members of the metropolitan clergy. The Prince 
has received the names of Albert William Henry. There were twenty- 
three sponsors either in person or proxy. Among the persons present 
were the King, the Queen Dowager, Prince and Princess Charles, 
Princess Alexandrina, and Prince Frederick Charles. The Prince 
Royal gave a grand dinner in the evening. 

A struggle is going on between the Government and the Chamber of 
Deputies on the Army Estimates. The Committee appointed by the 
Chamber recommended the rejection of all the sums demanded for a 
new organization of the army, the real object of the Chamber appear- 
ing to be to vindicate its mght of controlling the supplies and to throw 
difficulties in the way of the present Conservative Cabinet, rather 
than to effect economy. In Tuesday's sitting of the Chamber the 
proposition of the Committee on the Military Budget was agreed to by 
275 against 68 votes, the Ministry thus sustaining a decisive defeat. 
It ecems probable that a compromise will be agreed to between the 
Prussian Government and the Opposition inthe Chamber. An amend- 
ment, but moved in a somewhat conciliatory spirit, had been proposed 
by one of the members, but he afterwards withdrew it. Herr von 
Vinctke, however, on the part of the Opposition, intimated that he 
was disposed to adoptit; and the Minister, on the other hand, inti- 
mated that on certain conditions he too might agree to it. The 
Minister next day attended the examination of the Budget by the 
Committee to whom it was referred, and the Budget was discussed in

In the west the Federal cause is also under acloud. The Federals 
have} evacuated Lexington, Cynthiana, and Frankfort, in Kentucky. 
The Confederates have taken possession of the former place. The 
Union Legislature of this State had fled to Louisville, carrying with 
them the State archives. 

These m vements have caused immense excitement in Cincinnati. 
All the mate citizens have been called out for the defence of the city, 
and all business suspended. Martial law has been proclaimed in that 
city, Covington, and Newport. The Governor of the adjoining State 
of Indiona has ordered cut all citizens between nineteen and forty-five 
years of age, residing in the border counties, to repel invasion. 

Nashville, Tennessee, has also been evacuated by the Federa!s and 
cecupied by the Confederate General Bragg. 

The Federals have fallen back from Baton Rouge upon New Orleans. 
General Butler has called out the Free Negro militia, organised under 
the Louisiana State Government. This city is threatened by Generals 
Van Dorn and Breckenridge. 

Another English steamer has been captured off Charleston. 

In the Confederate Congress resolutions have beon introduccd 
favouring an aggressive war, and also proposing that a proclamation 
Le addressed to the inhabitants of the north-western States offering 
to guarantee the free navigation of the Mississippi and Ohio Rivers 
to their mouths if they will desist from further proscouting the war. 

The Confederate ram Merrimac No. 2 has been seen below Fort 
Darling, going in the direction of Newport. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

It is officially announced that whenever coupons of Federal stock 
are payable in foreign countries no deduction will, be made for the tax, 
but on dividends and coupons payable in America the tax will be 
deducted without regard to the residence of the owner. 

The Governors of Maine, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, and 
—— Island are holding council in Providence, with what object is 
unknown. 

H. P. Anderson, an attaché of the British Legation at Washington, 
had arrived at Memphis and recommended all British subjects to 
make declaration of their nationality within fourteen days before the 
Provost-Marshal. By this means it is hoped that British subjects 
will be exempted from many of the inconveniences of the state of war. 
General Sherman publishes a card saying that British subjects must 
send in their names. 

Under the influence of the Federal disasters the premium on gold 
has risen to 19 per cent.

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Tue accounta of the health of Garibaldi, the only feature in 
the Italian story which can be discussed with any advantage, 
are not satisfactory. The telegrams contradict one another. 
The English surgeon who has been sent ont has announced his 
arrival, and until we can obtain his report the public here will 
remain in doubt, partly from a not altogether unfounded dis- 
belief in the science of Itelian physicians (we cannot forget the 
death of Cavour), and partly from a belief that even such a 
matter as the health of the Italian Liberator is treated, so far as 
despatches are concerned, with political objects. It is to be 
hoped that no vulgar professional jealousies will prevent 
Garibaldi from receiving the full benefit of English skill. It 
may be that the proof afforded him of the estimation in which 
he is held in England may work favourably for his medical 
attendants. Meantime, we only know that it is decided that he 
shall not be tried in the scene of his discomfiture, and he may 
possibly be brought to Turin, should he speedily recover, The 
Emperor of the French is permitting events to take their course, 
while he amuses himself with the bulls and the waters, for 
we cannot longer suppose that the imbecilities of Za Franee 
have Imperial sanction, and, at all events, they have been 
indignantly repudiated by the Italian authorities. The only 
act of the Emperor has been to send the Legion of Honour to 
Colonel Pallavicino, in acknowledgment of his services against 
Garibaldi. It daily becomes more and more clear that the 
latter had never learned that diplomatists have two langaa res, 
and that his present position is due to his having been deceive’ 
into the belief that he should be allowed to operate in his owa 
way. 

Fresh entanglements threaten to surround the Oriental 
question. The Montenegrins have been vanquished, but the 
demand of Omer Pacha that the Sultan shall be at liberty to 
cut such roads and create such fortifications as may ensure him 
against another outbreak has aroused the jealousy of Russia, 
who calls on the other Powers to protest against what she 
describes as an infringement of treaties, anil who is prepared, if 
necessary, to protest alone, Then the Servians, who have supported 
the Montenegrins, not altogether secretly, are entirely dissatisfied 
with the issue of the Conference, and fresh outrages have taken 
place, Turk and Servian accusing each other of being the 
aggressor. The Servians are a spirited race and have a fine 
militia—some say of 100,000 men—in excellent fighting order, 
and as ready for the combat as in the days of Czerni Georg», 

What time the Servian targe 

Broke down the Delhi's A charge; 
and there are too many parties interested in cultivating the 
military tastes of these impetuous provincials to make it at all 
probable that they will be urged to more pacific pursuits, At 
the best, conferences over the Turkish question are but a 
patching-up of rents that will assuredly be manifested again 
at no distant time. Whether it will not be seen by the Powers 
who are legitimately opposed to the extension of Russian 
dominion that they had better anticipate events and create 
some stronger barrier between St. Petersburg and the Medi- 
terranean than is furnished by disaffected provinces, is a 
question of no ordinary importance. Russia is persistently 
in earnest, and against @ man or a nation that is 59 those who 
have recource to temporary shifts must in the end have to 
succumb, The difficulty, of course, is in constructing any 
Christian State in Turkey that will not look to Russia as its best 
and readiest friend, or wil) not soon be taught to do so.

The art season in the provinces commences very shortly after the 
close of the London season. As soon as the Royal Academy and the 
other n.etropolitan exhibitions terminate—and their doors are ch 
almost simultaneously—the artists, and the dealers also, send some of 
the pictures which have attracted most attention here, but generally 
those simply remaining unsold, to the various provincial exhibitions, 
to extend their reputation, enhance their price, or for a second chance 
of sale. Cocasionally, also, the London artists contribute new works 
straight from the easel. Our first painters seldom, however, exhibit 
their more important new pictures in this way, but reserve them for 
the great exhibitions in the capital. To the nucleus thus formed the 
local artists contribute more largely; but it is the London pictures 
which usuelly give prestige to these collections. 

Three of our chief provincial cities have recently opened their 
princiya! exhibitions of the year. 

The Manchester Royal Institution opened an exhibition last week 
of nearly eight hundred paintings, drawings, and sculpture. As might 
have been expected, from the state of the district, this number is 
below the average, and the works are generally of less importance. 
Among the chief contributors are Messrs. Elmore, ‘‘ The Invention of 
the Combing-machine ;’’ Dobson, ‘ Boadicea and her Daughters” (a 
picture we do not remember to have seen, and a strango subject for 
this p:inter); Hayllar, J. B. Scott, Mogford, Hodgson, ugh, 
Oakes, McCullum, Davies, Ansdell, Frith, Whaite, N. Paton, and E. 
W. Cocke. 

Liverpool can boast two not unimportant rival exhibitions, and no 
provincial displays have so much general interest in the art-world, on 
account of the contest which has resulted in these rival gatherings. 
Up to some few years since there was only one exhibition—that of the 
Liverpool Academy. The directors of this institution seem, however, 
to have given offence to a ~ my of the contributors by their par-

The annual exhibition of the Birmingham Society of Artists opened 
with some 600 or 700 pictures, several of which were contributed by 
Royal Academicians and other artists of note, among which may be 
mentioned Messrs. Poole, F. Goodall, E. W. Cooke, J. Gilbert, Pyne, 
Leighton, H. O'Neil, Dobson, and D. Roberts. The local exhibitors 
are Mecsrs. Henshaw, Hall, Everitt, Burt, Radcliffe, and Hollins. 

Mr. F. 0. Finch, one of the oldest members of the Society of 
Painters in Water Colours, a painter who adhered to the early and 
simpler method of execution, and whose small pictures of ‘classical 
composed landscape’’ were distinguished by chaste and poetical 
feeling, died recently. 

We have received an impression of a wood engraving by Signor 
G. Zambelli, of Milan, after a picture by Massimo d’Azeglio, which 
affords satisfactory evidence that the art is making progress and pro- 
mises romething of its old excellence in Italy. The style of execution 
has, however, little in common with that of our own school, but 
resembles closely the character of engraving on copper. 

Three fine bas-reliefs, by Mr. Woodington, have just been placed 
against the west wall of the chapel in St. Paul's destined to receive 
the Wellington monument. The bas-reliefs illustrate sages in the 
Old and New Teetaments which suggest obvious applications to the 
character and career of the great General. As, however, we shall 
probably engrave one or more of those sculptures, we reserve further 
criticiam. 

There are now on view at Messrs. Jennings’s, Cheapside, three 
rough but tclerably faithful crayon drawings by Mr. L. Dickenson of 
the heads of the Chancellor of the Fxchequer and Messrs. Cobden 
and Bright. These crayon —— are rather pretentiously, it 
would appear, considering their slightness, and for what especial 
public reason we do not know, styled ‘‘ Free-trade Memorial Por- 
traits.”’ Surely free trade can afford more substantial memorials of 
her champions! The drawings are to be engraved. 

A number of the most remarakble objects contributed to the Loan 
Collection at the South Kensington Museum are being excellently 
photographed by Mr. Thurston Thompson. Some forty photographs 
ne published, and may be seen at Messrs. Colnaghi’s, Pall- 
mau. 

We have received a small elegantly “ got-up’’ volume (printed 
for private circulation) entitled ‘‘ Rubens a Sculptor.”” The object 
of the author, Mr. H. F. Holt, is to prove a fine alabaster bas-relief 
of the “‘ Adoration of the Magi’’ in his possession, and of which a 

hotograph is given, to have been the unique work in sculpture of 

Rubens the painter when he went to Venice to study the works of 
Titian, Veronese, and Tintoretto. The argument—as far as it can be 
so called—is based upon the resemblance of this bas-relief to another 
(also photographed) of the same subject and in the same material, but 
of far inferior execution, which is without much improbability ascribed 
to Tintoretto, and likewise upon its resemblance to the subsequent 
pictures of this subject painted by Rubens. We are bound to say that 
we think the inferences of the book quite fanciful, and against them 
all we have to oppose the extreme ee yd (although many of 
the Italian painters were also scul ) of this Flemish painter having 
executed a work indicating such practised skill in a difficult form of 
art, and one which history has preserved no memorial of or allusion to 
his having attempted. Nevertheless, the bas-relief is beautiful in 
itself, and the subject is treated in an interesting and suggestive 
manver. 





The Jews of Kattowitz, in Silesia, have just inaugurated a 
new synagogue in that town.

The flock is of very old standing, ioe been 
originally selected from the purest Sussex downs above sixty years 
ago, and, until quite recently, no fresh strains have been introduced ; 
latterly, however, two rams from Mr. Jonas Webb have been used, 
and most of the lambs were by these sheep.

Lablache, the first prize boar at Batteraca 
Park, only made £16 from Mr. Crisp; and Mr. Ellison, of French 
Park, Ireland, got a very superior sow and boar pig, three months 
old, for £17 each. The seventy-two head realised £535 14s., or an 
average of nearly £7 9s. After the pigs were disposed of ten Suffolk 
cart mares and colts were sold, averaging £22 3s. 3d. 

On Wednesday the second edition of the sale of Mr. Sanday's 
Leicesters took place, and, like the ram sale in July last, it was well 
attended. The rams consisted of nineteen shearli and eighteen 
older sheep, which made altogether £688 16s., or an average of 
£18 12s. 4d. This was considerably under the average o

sciences. There has been specially pointed out to us in the collection 
of Mr. Bastick, operative chemist, of Brook-street, Grosvenor-sqvare, 
who exhibits, some most useful medicines which have been subjected 
to improvement, and which, we understand, have met with the 
greatest approval from the medical profession, They consist of a 
series of combinations of cod-liver oil with quinine, iodides of iron, 
iodides of quinine, &c., for use in scrofula, consumption, and 
other diseases. These were first devised and brought before the 
notice of the Medical Society of London more than six years ago by 
Mr. Rastick, since when they have been in very general and successful 
us>.

CLOCK AND CANDELABRA BY M. POILLEUX, OF 
PARIS, IN THE INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION. 


Tue art-workmen of Paris, amongst whom we may reckon the house 
of Poilleux, have long been famous for their bronzes and works of 
decorative art. Whilst the English were studying comfort, and 
frequently attaining it by sacrificing every claim to grace and beauty, 
the French workmen, permeated by a more artistic taste, have been, 
since the era of Louis XIV., continually progressing in art pro- 
ductions. The consequence is that, in the decorations of our mantel- 
pieces, doors, encoigneurs, and apartments, the French have long sur- 
passed us in cheapness of production and in artistic taste, knowledge 
of drawing, and modelling displayed. 





As an instance of this we have engraved from the French Court of 
the exhibition (class 31, No. 3047) an ornamental figure clock and 
candelabra, as well as two portes bouquets, which are en suite and of 
oxydised silver-work slightly relieved by gilding. The on the 
top of the clock is that of Penelope, who is represented as having 
fallen asleep in her weary task of unpicking the net which she 
had woven by day in the presence of her importunate and eager 
suitors. The grace of the figure, the classical contour of form, and 
the management of the drapery reflect very great credit on the artist, 
M. Julien Rameu, who is the son-in-law of M. Poilleux, and 
the artist-manager of the firm. The choice of the subject for a time- 

iece strikes us also as singularly appropriate: the distaff has fallen 
from the hands of the most faithful wife of antiquity, and in 
very weariness she seems to have fallen asleep, perhaps to dream of 
that Ulysses who in his hollow barque might have been beating about 
the seas, or tied to the mast to escape the toils of the Syrens, or, in 
dreadful expectation, preparing to outwit and to deliver himself and 
companions from the toils of the Cyclops, Let us hope that during 
her sleep the hours will fly swiftly to the tired watcher. 

The vases and candelabra are very light and pretty, and consist 
entirely of ornam2nt very freely and gracefully disposed.

THE PROPOSED NEW CODE OF CHESS RULES. 
(To the Editor of the ILLUSTRATED LONDON NEWS.) 

As the adoption of a code of laws which “ shall for the future govern all 
play at meetings of the British Chess Association” seems to call for more 
than a passing notice, I crave permission to offer a few comments on the 
subject. 

Tne scarcely remind them that, so long as nine years ago, Mr. Staunton 
was solicited by the leading English players to consult with MM. Heydebrand 
and Jaenisch on the formation of a universal code ; and that, instead of such 
a code, we have a distinct collection of laws and regulations issued by each of 
these three authorities ; Mr. Staunton’s appearing in his ‘‘ Chess Praxis,” pub- 
lished early in 1860, Though these rules were prepared by Mr. Staunton for 
the British Chess Association, that institution has been in no haste to consider 
them. It was not till recently, in connection with the congress held in 
London, that action has been taken in the matter. A committee on laws 
was appointed; in the name of that committee a code was proposed ; 
and at some fortuitous assemblage of members of the association that 
code was adopted. I much wish to learn something of the very peculiar 
mode in which the committee ducted the busi intrusted to them. 
I am very sure that the majority of the gentlemen whose names 
appear on the committee, so far from having framed this code, could never 
have deliberately sanctioned it. Iam, therefore, com 
that some one, or two, or at most three, have acted for, 
the knowledge of, their nominal colleagu

It should be stated at the outset 
that Count de Gasparin is a believer to the highest point of optimism 
in the fortune and ultimate success of the N States. He 
is confident that the Union will weather the storms that are assailing 
it, and that, restored to their integrity, the United States of America, 
havin through a parifying ordeal, will stand out ere long as 
one of the greatest nations of the earth. Upon this text he dilates all 

his work with an elaboration that is as nearly tedious as 








possible. The same thought, the same idea, the same stion is 
stated and restated, argued and reargued, illustrated and ustrated, 
and this in a vein half passionate, half melancholy, until the reader is 
inclined to think that all that is essential to be set down 
might have been a ge within the compass of a moiety at 
least of the number of pages of which the book now consists.

Avo y the work of a 
partisan of the extremest description, and written in the spirit of 
an advocate, it is just to be doubted whether this book will be 
by sober-judgi ae. le as a real contribution to the success 
of the cause which it upholds.

He became at once a convert to the views 
of the botanist as to the loss he sustained by growing u the same 
plot of land sorts of wheat which differed in their character and 
modes of growth, and set himself, by practice and precept, to enforce 
that system of true seeding which has since that time gained ground. 

It is possible, perhaps, to assign some reasons why Colonel Le 
Couteur’s innovation upon established practice should not have gone 
further than this. In our natural discoveries one thing usually leads 
to another. Nature only tells her secrets to those who are pertinacious 
in their questioning, and those who do not want rarely ask. The 
Colonel obtained what he wanted and there ogee. is investi- 
gations increased'on wheat produce prodigiously, and for the time 
sufficiently; but now population is inereasing, and cultivatable 
land is mostly under the plough, an extension of area is out of the 
question, and therefore an extension of crop is the only thing 
to us, One and another — to Nature, and asks, how is thi 
possible ? Without awaiting her reply, they express their own opinion 
that more ears cannot grow u the land, ond make this announce- 
ment to the world as the official result of questioning the oracle. 
Another man, with more humility and earnestness, goes into the 
field and puts the same question. If, says Nature in reply, you are 
willing to abandon preconceived opinions, and will only study the 
nature of the plant you wish to produce when you have it in 
circumstances which allow of its natural growth, your eyes shall 
perceive the answer. 

Thus admonished, Mr. Hallett, of Brighton, for it is to this 
gentleman's intelligent labours we refer, began to experimentalise, to 
read, and to inquire.

word of approbation. While others around it are deccrated with 
medals and “honourable mentions,’”’ Mr. Hallett’s is absolutely 
undistinguished ; and thus, we are disposed to think, distinguished 
most. We find that in section A of this clases seventy-five medals have 
been distributed among the whole of the exhibitors, whose exhibition 
is described as wheat only. For the United Kingdom there are pro- 
fessedly none. Still we find one medal given to No. 708, with this 
‘‘reason for award :—Cereals, the wheat being very fine.”’ The ex- 
hibitor in this case we believe to be a corndealer, and not a producer at 
all. The medalled wheat is visibly inferior to “the pedigree.’’” We 
find the reasons given for making awards to the seedsmen of this 
section are, No. 707, ‘‘ seeds, flowers, and floral designs ;’’ No. 725, 
‘‘excellent seed-corn and seeds; No. 736, ‘‘for exceedingly fine 
oats.’’ The reasons for making honourable mentions are as follow :— 
No. 735, ‘‘for mummy wheat, cobnuts, and filberts;’’ No. 378,

of the only wheat in ear which, as such, receives a medal. It 
would be an excellent foil if engraved beside a, B, or c. The 
jury notice it as “‘interesting’’! All that we observe about it isthat 
the wheat is awned, and that the ear, which mezsures four inches, 
contains some forty grains of not remarkably good quality. (See 
Italy, Section A, No. 264.) In the same department No. 1271 is an 
ear with sixteen ‘‘sets’’ plus the top one on one side, the granular 
contents amounting to 106. This, a white-chaffed cone-wheat, which 
approaches nearest to Mr. Hallett’s in the whole exhibition, is passed 
over, we believe, without notice, so that we cannot say that the jury 
have distributed their awards without consistency. 








MR. M. WELTE’S ORCHESTRION. 


In the western transept, near the end of the Zollverein department, 
is a self-acting organ, or, as it is named, ‘‘an orchestrion,’’ from the 
number of different instruments it plays—producing the effect of a 
band or orchestra on a small scale—of very ingenious and elaborate 
construction, and perhaps the largest and most powerful as well as 
most perfect instrument of the kind yet produced. It has been 
constructed for his Royal Highness the Grand Duke Frederick of 
Baden, by whose permission Mr. Welte exhibits it. The instrument 
has 39 barrels, 16 different registers, with 624 pipes— imitating 
flutes, flageolets, piccolos, oboes, trumpets, horns, trombones, &c. 
The wind for these instruments is supplied by three pairs of bellows, 
which again supply four wind-reservoirs, whence it is conducted 
to the pipes. ese bellows are all worked by self-acting machinery. 
Besides the wind instruments already named, the instrument contains 
a big-drum, kettle-drum, small military-drum, triang!es, and cymbals. 

The orchestrion performs a number of overtures and pieces of music, 
among which are the overtures to ‘‘ Der Freischiitz,’’ ‘‘ Oberon,’’ 
‘“‘ William Tell,’’ ‘Martha,’’ the ‘‘Midsummer Night’s Dream,’’ 
some ——— of Beethoven, &c., played with considerable pre- 
cision and correctness, and in excellent time, and the forte passages 
are given with great effect. When the full number of instruments is 
played the tone is very powerful, and the effect almost equal toa emall 
Band. The self-acting machinery for playing the instrumentis exceed- 
ingly well const: and is very ingenious. Two principal wheels 
put it in motion, andit iskept going by meansof weights. The barrels or 
cylinders move in a spiral line, and are pushed forward after each 
revolution in order to bring a different set of pins under the keys, so 
that each barrel contains a much greater number of pins or notes than 
ordinary ; and thus long pieces of music can be played without a change 
of barrels. Each beret makes eight revolutions, and at the conclusion 
of the piece returns to its original position. The forte effect is produced 
by giving a greater supply of wind to the pipes at the moment 
required. This is done by supplementary machinery for blowing, 
which comes into action when extra wind is wanted, and by this 
means the instrument is prevented being ever short of wind, and a full 
and regular supply is kept up. The music is marked on the barrels 
by a cleverly-contrived time-machine, which — or marks the 
spots where the pins are afterwards inserted which are to move the 
keys or levers which permit the notes to sound. By this time- 
machine the barrels can be marked with the greatest accuracy and 
precision, the marker playing the notes as,if performing on a keyed 
instrument. 

We understand that a great many orchestrions have been sent by 
the manufacturer to Russia, where they are much patronised by the 
wealthy. Mr. Welte has had a manufactory for these instruments 
for many years. The orchestrion in the exhibition is very expensive, 
but he makes them of all sizes and prices.
